vision between the ages 
of six and eight, “it’s 
hard for most people to 
understand,” he explains, 
“but I’m far from being 
helpless. ... To the lay 
person who cannot see, 
I’d say blindness is a state 
of mind. You can have 
two good eyes and still 
be blind. It’s a matter of 
what you are able to see 
mentally and how you 
handle yourself.” 

For years, Ray has been 
a source of inspiration 
of what a man can achieve 
despite the impediments

that professional pressures had to be a 
major factor, that Angie’s success on 
Police Woman might not have been the 
straw that broke the camel’s back, but 
it certainly made the load unbearably 
heavy.

all.” 

Basically, Gabe’s idea about how his 
marriage would operate had that air of un¬ 
reality and contradiction about it that 
made us stop and wonder why he would 
even consider such a bizarre and potential¬ 
ly dangerous set-up to jeopardize a fragile 
relationship like marriage. The only way 
to explain his fantasy is to see it as an in¬ 
tegral part of his introverted personality. 
As James Komack, executive producer of 
Welcome Back, Kotter, so candidly puts it, 
“Gabe is a loner, an emotionally difficult 
and unusual person, conditioned to being 
on his guard, unable to trust people 
totally.” 

Given this type of guarded tempera¬ 
ment, it is easy to see a pattern in Gabe’s 
emotional makeup. For instance, it is 
typical for a person like him to go into 
comedy, and only when they are perfor¬ 
ming to be perfectly at ease with an 
audience. Outside of work, though, Gabe 
is admittedly very shy around people. And 
since the prospect of opening yourself up to 
someone in an intimate setting like 
marriage is so frightening for even a more 
extroverted person, it is clear why Gabe 
would choose an escape mechanism for 
himself by suggesting that if it doesn’t 
work out with this person, he can always 
go on to other women, with the full consent 
of his wife.

The conquering hero smiled and only 
then seemed to notice the letter lying on 
the table; he picked it up and casually 
walked back towards his trailer. Halfway 
there Paul Michael stopped short and let 
out a hoot: “Oh my God, here’s another 
one!” It seems that Paul Michael has been 
innundated with offers from women and 
girls—from ages 9 to 90—ranging from 
“Will you please send me your 
autograph?” to “I would love to show you 
how I feel about you. Will you please meet 
me so we can get it on!” Most of the letters 
are funny, maybe even pathetic, but this 
particular one seemed to shock even Paul 
Michael. As a little group surrounded him, 
he tried to read some of the less graphic 
parts, but actually ended up blushing, 
claiming that he couldn’t believe that 
anyone could have written such a blatantly 
sexual letter! 

Indeed, it’s letters like this one that 
make Paul Michael feel his entire life is at 
the mercy of a double-edged sword. Sure, 
it’s flattering to be wanted, to have women 
asking for your autograph, a little snip of 
hair, a moment conversation—but when 
they start begging for a sexual encounter, a 
night spent with him, even his baby, Paul, 
as any man might, feels that women are 
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just begging for ft, begging for his love and 
attention! It’s disturbing, actually a little 
scary—when you think about it, and you 
can be sure Paul Michael has thought 
about it! 

“I don’t look at my mail much now,” he 
admits. “It’s not that I don’t want to or 
that I look down upon it, it’s simply a 
question of time. I don’t have the time. 
Once you start opening it, it’s like a little 
Pandora’s box—without the stigma at¬ 
tached, of course. Once you open one letter 
and then another, you really can’t help but 
want to answer these people who’ve taken 
their time to write you. It means 
something to them. Maybe it’s something 
about you or the show, but it’s important 
to them—and it’s important to me. 
Without them, I wouldn’t be there. And 
every night I do try to answer one or two. I 
also occasionally try to answer what ob¬ 
viously represents an incredible effort on 
someone’s part like a huge Valentine’s Day 
card, etc. Sometimes, a particularly ar¬ 
ticulate or nice letter will come through the 
mail and I will pick up the phone and call 
them. 

“So, I try to make the gesture just so 
that I can ‘sit’ with myself. It’s a strange 
position to be in. You want to respond 
much more, though. When people relate 
this intensely and intimately to you on the 
screen, they carry that relationship over to 
a letter. The same thing happens when they 
meet you . . .” 

However, sometimes when his fans ac¬ 
tually meet him, the intimacy and intensity 
only doubles. A perfect example was when 
a crowd of about fifty well-wishers 
crowded back stage on Paul Michael’s last 


birthday. He was surprised and touched as 
they sang “Happy Birthday” to him, but 
somewhat embarrassed when a lady fan 
called out: “Come over here, Paul. I can 
give you something better than that for 
your birthday.” 

Naturally Paul Michael tried to ignore 
the remark, but later claimed: “I had my 
fantasies about stardom. But it wasn’t like 
this. Before it happens, you fantasize that 
you’ll perform, you’ll receive public 
acclaim, people will recognize you, call out 
your name and it will be wonderful. What 
you don’t think about is the responsibility 
that goes along with it. The ‘job’ doesn’t 
end when the curtain goes down. It con¬ 
tinues out into the street, wherever you 
go!” 

As for being a sex symbol, he adds: “I 
can’t say how much I thought about it, cer¬ 
tainly it was never a motivating factor. But 
when it happens, it can really inflate your 
ego, make you very full of yourself, or it 
can humble you. 

“When you come in contact with fans, 
what they offer is an enormous force of 
positive energy. You can reject this or you 
can accept it, and make it work for you. I 
think it would be very difficult to reject it. 
Acting is a craft, it’s my work, it’s what I 
do, what I like to do, how I express my life. 
And to discover that in the course of doing 
this, which I would want to do whether 
anyone recognized me or not, I can also at¬ 
tain this response . . . well, it’s very 
humbling. 

“When people stop me in the street to 
say they like the show, the gratification I 
feel is immeasurable. It’s wonderful to 
have people love you and be touched or 


moved by you; but it hasn’t gone to my 
head because by my yardstick, I haven’t 
done anything earth-shattering to deserve 
it. That’s my reality.” 

The reality is, that like it or not, 
thousands, no^ millions of strangers have 
become a major part of Paul Michael’s 
life. The flattery, the reinforcement of his 
manliness, his sex appeal is all very com¬ 
forting, yet it also builds up a pressure. 
“There are responsibilities in becoming a 
star,” claims Paul Michael. “You assume 
a greater degree of commitment. I often 
wonder if I would be able to put aside what 
I’m doing, compromise. I often wonder if I 
am involved in something of enough im¬ 
portance. It’s pretty spooky.” 

And as the pressure cooker builds up, it 
gets spookier and instead of reinforcement 
from his fans, Paul Michael claims he has 
experienced an almost octopus-like sensa¬ 
tion from them—some of them seem to 
want to suck the life from him, to lay upon 
him all their fantasy needs. And when he 
reacts negatively, he doesn’t mean to hurt 
or upset them, but just give himself a little 
breathing room. He’s sorry if sometimes 
he’s-rushed by fans, ignoring them in an ef¬ 
fort to get somewhere, but he feels that 
sometimes he has to act that way, that 
“their reaction is: ‘If he doesn’t want 
notoriety, then he shouldn’t be a star.’ My 
feeling is that I have to be left alone at 
times, just like everyone. I’m human. I get 
tired, restless, moody.. There’s nothing 
wrong with that.” 

Of course, there’s nothing wrong with 
that, but the situation has pointed out the 
irony of the golden-apple gift of stardom 
to Paul Michael—you work hard trying to 
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prove your talent and improve your craft 
and when you have finally climbed that 
ladder of success, you find a whole new can 
of worms to contend with. “It’s easy to 
start believing the legend—that you don’t 
make mistakes, that you’re perfect,” Paul 
Michael says. “One say I stopped, looked 
in a mirror and said, ‘Hey, that’s me. I do 
make mistakes.’ It gave me cause to 
meditate on my own immortality and im¬ 
perfection.” 

And it tended to magnify the intensity of 
the search Paul Michael started many 
years ago when he decided to become an 
actor. Now he can point to his paycheck, 
his superstar status, his fan mail, the 
crayoned pictures from children fans that 
decorate his trailer walls as indications of 
his ego fulfillment, yet something is missing, 
something that the 34-year-old actor is 
determined to find. “People say, ‘You 
have all this money and fame. Why aren’t 
you happy?’ ” Paul Michael begins. He 
stops for a moment and thoughtfully adds: 
“You can’t be happy having a birthday 
and a funeral every day of your life and a 
wedding and Christmas and Chanukah, 
too. Here comes the Christmas tree into 
your living room. And the next day the tree 
starts to die, and you can only wear your 
presents one at a time, and in the back of 
your head there’s a whisper, ‘Hype. Hype.’ 
We build it up because we think Christmas 
or being a celebrity will fulfill us. Starsky 
And Hutch and the degree to which I have 
achieved celebrity status only seem to 
magnify all the aspects of my life. I lived in 
a world of poles. There’s no middle 
anymore. And therein ensues the struggle 
for balance.” 

Perhaps it was his recognition that he 
had to find the balance in his life that led 
Paul Michael to make the decision to leave 
Starsky And Hutch. It’s not that he thinks 
he’s such a hotshot superstar that he’s 
going to make a million in feature films in 
the next six months. Oh no, he’s fully 
aware of the trap in that area, too. His 
experience in making Fiddler On The Roof 
in 1971 left a sour taste in his mouth and, 
he claims, forced him to rip up his Screen 
Actors Guild card, declaring: “I worked in 
that movie with all those people and their 
ego problems, and I thought, ‘Oh, my 
God, is this movies? This sucks!’ So I left.” 

The other road he took led him to televi¬ 
sion and Starsky And Hutch and the 
realization that something can be good, of 
top-rate quality, only so long. After that, it 
slips into drudgery and becomes rote. In an 
attempt to spice up Starsky And Hutch, 
Paul Michael even directed a few episodes, 
but ended up claiming: “Directing series 
television only points up more painfully 
the deficiences of series television. If you 
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too late! 

“As soon as the rush is over,” Henry 
had laughed, “I’m going to have a ner¬ 
vous breakdown. I worked for it. I owe 
it to myself. And nobody’s going to deprive 


work in television long enough, you stop 
acting and learn shorthand. . . . Television 
is a power media. It’s made for selling 
soap. No human being can survive in the 
face of the need, greed and power of the 
television bureaucracy. I like money just as 
much as the next human being. I’m scared 
as hell, but I’m taking the shot anyway. 
... I feel stifled as Starsky. I’ve done 
enough of that and gotten recognized . . . 
and now I want to do other things like 
movies and live theatre.” 

Naturally, Paul Michael’s decision 
didn’t go over too well with the powers- 
that-be in the Universal Black Tower, and 
according to them he will not win his law¬ 
suit to get out of his five-year contract with 
Spelling-Goldberg Productions. The ac¬ 
tor’s attorney Robert Dudnik claims: “He 
is seeking approximately $20,000 in hack 
pay for overtime on the series, in addition 
to asking for his release from his contract. 
We maintain there are two grounds for 
claiming he is no longer obligated to per¬ 
form in the series. They are the failure to 
pay the overtime and that his contract is il¬ 
legal because it was drawn up by Spelling- 
Goldbert so as to circumvent Screen Ac¬ 
tors Guild agreements.” 

Though the lawsuit has thrown a pall 
over the Starsky And Hutch set and 
definitely put a strain on Paul Michael’s 
once-close relationship with co-star David 
Soul, the dark-haired, blue-eyed actor feels 
he must proceed with the fight, a fight, he 
considers, for his very own soul. Paul 
Michael doesn’t want to see Starsky And 
Hutch fail, he doesn’t want to see David 
Soul left high and dry, but he feels he has 
to leave. And when it comes down to the 
bottom line, even most of the members of 
the Starsky And Hutch team understand 
Paul Michael’s stand—even though they 
will all be adversely affected if he wins his 
suit aTfd takes a walk. No one on the 
Starsky And Hutch set believes that he’s 
doing it for money; as a matter of fact. 
Chuckles Hollum, the show’s stand-in, 
claims: “Paul couldn’t care less about 
money. Paul still drives around in a four- 
year-old Mazda. He’s cantankerous, but 
he’s a truly caring person underneath. He’s 
got a pass-along personality. He isn’t 
selfish. He doesn’t want to keep things to 
himself.” 

What he does want is to be his own man, 
to make his own mistakes and success. 
He’s flattered by the reaction he’s achieved 
from Starsky And Hutch, but he’s also dis¬ 
turbed by it. You see, from now on, when 
women beg him for it, he wants to be really 
sure what “it” is—and whether he really 
has it to give! •

me of it.” Couched as the words were 
in his typical good-humored style, they 
didn’t seem startling a^ first. Only later, 
when we had time to reflect on the real 
message, did we realize that, like another 
young comic actor before him, Henry 
Winkler was asking for understanding 
and compassion. 

For months before the unfortunate 
Freddie Prinze put a revolver to his head 
and ended his life, he had been hinting 
to his friends that those were his plans. 
He bought a gun and toyed with it 
often, joking that he was going to kill 
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himself. And he was depressed. Yet, as 
caring as the people around him were, 
they were helpless to prevent the inevit¬ 
able. Freddie ended his life because it 
had all become too painful, and no one 
around seemed able to prove an answer 
to his turmoil. 

The truth is, when you’re a friend, 
you have to listen very carefully when 
you’re told something serious, like the 
possibility of a brewing nervous break¬ 
down, is in the works. Sure, the term 
“nervous breakdown” means a lot of dif¬ 
ferent things to a lot of different people, 
but to anyone who’s ever had one, it’s 
a painful remembrance. And you can 
never tell when that pain and anxiety 
will become just too much to bear. It 
did for Freddie Prinze, and no one be¬ 
lieved it. Everyone thought because he 
was successful, handsome and loved by 
many, he ought to feel like he was on 
top of the world. Like Freddie, Henry is 
often told the same things by his friends. 
To them, he answers, “The fact is I don’t 
feel good and I’m tired of people saying 
you have the world by the horns, you 
should feel terrific. Because getting the 
would by the horns doesn’t change you\ 
you still carry around the same suitcase 
of problems you did before.” 

Henry admits to his problems freely, 
and confides that a lack of self-con¬ 
fidence has always plagued him. “I have 
a lot of fear,” he says, “and 1 haven’t 
built up all the defenses I need to sur¬ 
vive in this business.” Survival is very 
important to Henry, and he is under¬ 
standably buckling under the tremendous 
pressures of doing Happy Days and trying 
to expand his other acting endeavors so 
he doesn’t get locked into his role. The 
strain is enormous. He gets up 5:00 
every morning, and shooting at the 
studio isn’t over until 6 or 7 in the even¬ 
ing. Others have survived the pressure 
of doing a weekly series, but Henry’s 
role as Fonzie isn’t enough to keep him 
occupied. Because of an enormous sense 
of responsibility to his public, Henry 
spearheaded a “Toys for Tots” campaign 
recently, filmed a show for young people 
" at the American Shakespeare Festival 
in Stratford, Connecticut, to prove that 
the bard can be palatable even to young 
people, and even tried to donate a pint 
of blood at the Hollywood U.S.A. an¬ 
nual Blood Drive. The doctor took one 
look at Henry, asked his weight, and 
nixed the donation offer. Henry is a 
slight young man, who only weighs 
in at 134 pounds with a 5’6” frame. 
Since the series, Henry’s lost even more 
weight, and despite eating enormous 
amounts, he just keeps taking the weight 
off. The reason is one that Henry admits 
himself. He is driven, and can’t keep 
still long enough to relax. The only 
chance he gives himself is in his wooden 
bathtub at his new home, where Henry 
tries to let his cares seep out in the 
heated water, seeking a point of con¬ 
tentment. 

After one of these attempts at relaxa¬ 
tion, a good friend unwittingly placed 
Henry back into a nervous state. Henry 
explained how it happened. “This morning 
a friend calls and says I never have 
time for anything anymore. I don’t like 
that I’m getting like that.” Just when

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achieved so quickly. Diana, herself, had 
seen good times and bad times in 
Tinseltown, achieving a certain amount of 
fame on the first nighttime soaper Peyton 
Place. She made her movie debut in One 
Man's Way , a drama about Dr. Norman 
Vincent Peale. However, the role of Mrs. 
Peale was quite different from most of her 
roles, which seemed to be typecast in the 
areas of nymphomaniac, alcoholic, drug 
addict, murderer or prostitute. Yet Diana 
reveled in such characterizations, admit¬ 
ting that she “loved playing complex 
characters. I think that complicated people 
are the most interesting—in real life as 
well as in fiction.” 

Diana also added Broadway cudos to 
her resume when she appeared as Heaven¬ 
ly Finley—co-starring with Paul New¬ 
man in Tennessee Williams’s Ssveet Bird 
Of Youth. According to drama critic 
Brooks Atkinson, Diana was excellent as 
the Southern Belle broken by life and love. 

In her own personal life, Diana had also 
felt the desolation of a broken marriage, 
but she valiantly struggled to compensate 
by working harder and harder, perfecting 
her craft, and at the age of 41 she was at 
the height of her profession and ability. 

Though the reports initially were 
somewhat sketchy about the cause of 
Diana’s death, it was later confirmed that 
cancer was definitely the cause. However, 
most people were astounded when they 


heard that Diana had succumbed to that 
dread disease, for it had been a well-kept 
secret that she had undergone a mastec¬ 
tomy some three years ago.

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to hurt them. 

The threat of poisoning is one that is 
very real to the Osmonds. Recently, some¬ 
thing Donny ate gave him food poisoning, 
and as he explains it, “No one knows how 
or why. I got very sick. Our family doctor 
said I was dehydrated considerably, and it 
was best to put me in the hospital.” Now, 
Donny might have come by this bout of 
food poisoning in the usual manner, but 
considering the nature of the threats he’s 
been getting lately, he might have been 
poisoned maliciously by someone who 
wished him harm. 

It is difficult to imagine why anyone 
might want to hurt Donny or Marie Os¬ 
mond, but the facts cannot be denied. 
Besides poisoning threats, the Osmonds 
have received bombing threats over the 
years and crank letters and phone calls. 
Donny believes his enormous popularity 
might be enough motivation to send 
someone over the edge. “We believe,” he 
said, “that a lot of the threats come from 
the boy friends of girls who dig us. And 
they can be angry enough to try 
something.” Once, the Osmonds had all 
their costumes destroyed by a suspicious 
fire, and once a crazed man leaped onto 
the stage when they were touring and bran¬ 
dished a gun at the shocked performers. 
Another time, in France, a Hells Angels 
type of group threw rotten vegetables at 
the family, and when they travel in 
England, the Osmonds always have to go 
incognito. They have been mobbed at Lon¬ 


don’s Heathrow Airport, and been denied 
entrance to various hotels for fear of riots. 
It’s a true enough phenomenon, but one 
that father George Osmond admits “is a 
little scary at times.” 

There was a time when the Osmonds 
thought London was a safer place for them 
to live. Since then, all the boys have 
learned karate to defend themselves in case 
of attack, and they have even incorporated 
the karate movements into their act. 
Although they try to be light about the 
threats, there is no denying their enormous 
fear. At home in Utah, they would 
probably feel more secure, especially 
among the members of their own religious 
sect, the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter 
Day Saints, more commonly known as the 
Mormons. 

Religion has always held a very promi¬ 
nent place in the lives of the Osmond clan. 
Donny and Marie have been especially 
outspoken about their views on chastity, 
not taking or drinking intoxicants, and the 
need for faith in their lives and in the lives 
of others. Some people feel that the 
Osmonds’ open proselytizing may have 
made them some enemies, and that these 
may be the people who have been 
threatening them lately. Also, some un¬ 
balanced person might be jealous of the 
Osmonds’ close family^ties in an age when 
the family unit is clearly breaking apart 
under the pressures of modern life. Donny, 
Marie, and indeed their entire family, 
seem the epitome of sweetness and light. 
They embody all that is wholesome and 
squeaky clean, and this, unfortunately, 
makes some people enraged. They sing 
rock and country music, and yet they are 
the only members of the music community 
who manage to hold on to an unblemished 
image. Some people may not believe they 
are sincere, but as brother Merrill insists, 








“We are sincere in what we believe in. 
We’re not phony. People say, ‘Hey, you 
guys can’t smile all the time—you’re not 
real.’ Well, we are real. We are happy 
people.” 

Being near home to carry on their 
work—the work of the Church'as the nine 
Osmond children and their parents see 
it—would make them even happier. 
Because then they could have it all—the 
work and the togetherness they crave. The 
Osmonds are a tightly-knit family who see 
their mission as making people happy with 
their music. It is unfortunate that they 
can’t do that for everyone, but they can 
still try. And the bottom line is—they are 
entitled to their beliefs, as long as they 
don’t hurt anyone. In the meantime, they 
are taking precautions to see that no one 
hurts them, either. •

endured throughout her high school years, 
perhaps in part to prove that she was more 
than just a flash in the pan. Sissy actively 
sought out the role of Carrie—even though 
she was up against stiff competition. 
“Brian De Palma had told me I wasn’t his 
choice for the part, that I would probably 
be playing Chris, the bad girl in the film,” 
Sissy says. “But I decided to show up at 
the screen test, anyway. I rubbed Vaseline 
in my hair, and got as funky as I could. All 
the other girls and guys were so neat 
looking, and there I was in a little blue 
sailor dress I had worn in the seventh 
grade. The make-up people grabbed me as 
I walked in and said, ‘Hey, we’ve got to 
work on you,’ but I convinced them not to. 
I was told later that day that I’d gotten the 
part.” 

Not only had Sissy gotten the part, but 
she went on to win the National Society of 
the Film Critics Best Actress award and 
scoop up an Oscar nomination at the same 
time. All this was pretty heady stuff for a 
little girl from Quitman, Texas—though if 
you ask her now, she says that even as a 
child she wanted something special out of 
life, to do something more than the run-of- 
the-mill.

posed to do—to go to school, to be real 
precious, how to work people. And then 
there was my inside self that knew how I 
really felt about things, that knew the real 
dreams I didn’t tell anyone about, I always 
had a metal fishing-tackle box that I kept 
under my bed with my secret things in it. 
I’m looking for it right now.” 

Part of Sissy’s secret dream was to 
become a singer and after her family found 
out that her older brother had leukemia, 
they allowed her to visit cousin/actor Rip 
Torn and his wife Geraldine Page in New 
York. The reason for the summer trip was 
to help Sissy “get out from underneath” 
her brother’s illness, but after she returned 
home to finish her last year in high school, 
her brother died and New York seemed a 
good enough place to forget the pain and 
sorrow that lingered at home. So once more. 
Sissy arrived on Rip Torn’s doorstep and 
this time she recalls: “It gave me strength 
being Rip’s cousin. I thought he,.was a 
wonderful actor, and that maybe it ran in 
the family. When I first came here in 1967, 
he set up a meeting at the William Morris 
Agency. I had my guitar, and a lot of men 
filed into a room, and I started to sing my 
heart out. Then they filed out, and they 
filed in again, and they told me to keep on 
plugging and come back in a few years.” 

She did keep on plugging and though she 
eventually turned to acting instead of 
singing. Sissy was making her mark early 
on among the New-York acting crowd. Of 
course, exposure to a whole new group of 
people at the Torn-Page residence didn’t 
hurt. But Sissy laughingly claims it didn’t 
really help in the beginning: “I -was 
exposed to all these incredible people! But 
I had no idea who they were. I remember 
once singing a song at their house, one I’d 
written about my brother, and one of the 
lines was: ‘I feel a soft touch while I’m 
sleeping.'.

What Terry Southern saw in Sissy 
became more and more obvious as she 
matured, while still retaining that little-girl 
innocence. First she was cast in Prime Cut , 
a thriller starring Lee Marvin and Gene 
Hackman, but she really called attention 
to herself in her next film with Martin 
Sheen, Badlands. Within a very short time 
she had won over Badlands' director 
Terrence Malick with her warmth and-in¬ 
nocence. He says: “Though she was very 
charming, she didn’t seem aware of her 
charm, how it affected other people or how 
to use it. Her intelligence comes out in her 
affectionateness. It’s an intelligence about 
knowing what people want and need. You 
felt a core in her that you trusted. It wasn’t 
all performance. You felt safe hands with 
her. And you could imagine that her life 
goes on off-screen.” 

Pretty incredible praise from one of 
today’s hottest directors, but though 
Badlands won critical acclaim. Sissy sat on 
the sidelines for two years waiting for the 
next right role.

Happy Anniversary to the Jefferson 
Starship. To celebrate their tenth year 
together, their own label, Grunt Records, 
has released a two-record album called 
Flight Log. Only one founding member, 
PAUL KANTNER, has been with the 
group the full decade. 

There’s a new fad happening that could 
well break down the racial apartheid policy 
in South Africa. Seems GEORGE 
McCREA, a black performer, went to 
South Africa to do his thing with a white 
band. A crowd formed around his dressing 
room for autographs. But guess what the 
first woman, a Bantu, asked for? She 
wanted McCrea to autograph her bosom! 
The next lady was white, and she wanted 
the same thing. McCrea estimates that he 
signed his John Hancock to about 2,000 
black and white boobs. “I don’t know what 
it is,” he ponders. “They just keep coming. 
As far as I know, other performers don’t 
have this problem.” After the South 
African tour, he continued to sign boobs. 
Now we hear he also does hips. What 
next?! 

There’s a 12-piece band from down 
South that’s creating quite a ruckus.

Needless to say, 
the group is probably not among the most 
loved in the rock cpmmunity. Rhoades 
will probably have to change his Allman 
routine now, though, since Cher and Gregg 
are definitely splitsville. And Cher’s asking 
that Gregg not be awarded any alimony. 

Rhoades’ take-off on HELEN 
REDDY’s “I Am Woman” is particularly 
brutal. (“I am woman, hear me bitch/Buy 
my songs and make me rich. . . . ”) But 
Helen recently talked about the depressing 
circumstances under which that monster 
hit was written. She had just gotten 
divorced, was the sole support of her three- 
year-old daughter and was living in New 
York on practically nothing. And she was 
a newcomer to this country. She was in a 
terrible state, wondering where her career 
was going, about how she would raise her 
child. She was lying in bed one night, 
staring at the ceiling, when suddenly she 
realize she would have to muster the inner 
strength and fortitude to make it. “As I 
looked at my bedroom ceiling in the mid¬ 
dle of those terrible nights, the words ‘I am 
strong,’ would keep going around in my 
head. Then came the words, ‘I am invin¬ 
cible.’
